INDIANAPOLIS—tThat the fate of Palestine has already been 


definitely decided between. England and the United States, and 
that in his opinion a Jewish State would be established at the 
end of the war was declared here by Rabbi James G. Heller, of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the National Administrative Committee 
ef the Zionist Organization of America. Dr. Heller spoke here 
in behalf of the United Jewish Appeal of which he is a national 
chairman, 


Although the decision has been made, Rabbi Heller said that 
none of the details such as boundaries, etc., had been worked out. 
Rabbi Heller thought that some form of partition would be em- 
bodied in the final plan. Undersecretary of State Stettinius laid 
the ground work for the final plans when he discussed Palestine 
with the British Foreign Office on his recent visit. to London, Rabbi 
Heller said. 


Rabbi Heller’s remarks were made in the question and answer 
period. 

In his talk Rabbi Heller revealed that the United Jewish 
Appeal would spend $40,000,000 in 1944, although its quota was 
only $32,000,000. He did not reveal how much had been raised 
this year, but Henry Montor, U.J.A.’s executive director said here 
two weeks ago that about $28,000,000 would be raised this year. 

Within a month, Rabbi Heller declared, there will be need for 
trmendous sums to salvage the Jews of the Balkans. Rabbi Heller 
said that sum would be needed not next year or in a few years, 





but now.

‘Because it took considerable 
time for the news to become 


publi¢, a two-day observance of 


Rdsh Hashonoh was decreed to 
insure the proper observance of 
the day. This addition of an 
extra day in the observance of 
a Jewish holiday is equally ap- 
plicable in the case of Succoth, 
Passover, and Shabuoth. In 
later times the astronomical 
calculation of the Jewish calen- 
dar became so precise that it 
was not necessary to accept the 
testimony of witnesses, and the 
holiday dates became fixed in 
every detail. Nevertheless, 
Orthodox and Conservative Jews 
still observe the extra day. Re- 
form Judaism, however, accept- 
ing the stability of the modern 
Jewish colendar has eliminated 
the second day of Rosh Hashonoh 
and similarly, of other holidays. 


The most important days of the 
High Holyday Season of ten days 
are: Rosh Hashonoh (New Year’s 
Day), Shabbos Shuva (the. Sab- 
bath. of Repentence which is the 
Sabbath that occurs during the 
ten-day period), and Yom Kippur 
(che Day of Atonement). All of 
these holidays are observed pri- 
marily in the Synagogue, but 
there are many fine home cere- 
monies connected with each. All 
the days, of course, extend from 
sundown until sundown the next 
day. 


ROSH HASHONOH 

Special Foods — Perhaps sym- 
bollically, honey became the spe- 
tial food for Rosh Hashonoh. The 
New Year is to start off with a 
sweet taste in our mouths. There- 
fore, the bread that is blessed 
at the beginning of the Rosh 
Hashonoh evening meal is dipped 
in honey before it is eaten. From 
this custom, sweets of all sorts

Rosh Hashonoh Table —— The 
Rosh Hashonoh table is set pre- 
cisely as the Sabbath table with 
kiddush cup, challoh, candles and 
two). 
Special challoh cloths for Rosh 
Hashonoh are appropriate. The 
dish with honey should be given 
a prominent place on the table. 

Lighting of the Candles—Fol- 
lowing the procedure in the case 
of the Sabbath, the Mother should 
light the candles and recite this 
blessing: 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi Me-lech 
Ho-o-lom A-sher Kid-sho-nu B’- 
mitz-vo-Sov V’tzi-vo-nu L’had-lik 
Ner Shel Rosh Ha-sho noh. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
hast sanctified us by Thy com- 
mandments and commanded us 
kindle the lights of the New Year. 

Prayer and Kiddush — The 
Father then rises and takes up 
the wine cup in his right hand. 
He recites the following prayer 
and Kiddush blessing:

Let us praise God with this sym- 
bol of joy and thank Him for. the 
blessings which this New Year’s 
day brings to us. Happy are we 
that God has granted us another 
year of life; and may it be His 
will to inscribe us for happiness 
and peace in the Book of Life, 
for the coming year. 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech ho-o-lom Bo-rey P’ri 
Ha-gofen. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
hast created the fruit of the vine. 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hoy- 
nu Me-lech .Ho-o-lom She-heh-chi- 
yo-nu V’kee-yi-mo-nu V’hi-gi-o-nu 
La-z’man Ha-zeh. 


Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
has granted us life, sustained us, 
and permitted us to reach this 
New Year. 

Father drinks and passes the 
wine cup round the table for all 
to drink therefrom. 

Blessing Over the Bread—The 
Father breaks the bread, passes 
a piece to each person present, 
and each one dips the bread in 
honey. The Father then recites 
the blessing: ‘ 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom Ha--mo-tzi 
Le-chem Min Ho-o-retz. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
causest the earth to yield food 
for ‘all. ‘ 

Each one at the table partakes 
of the bread and honey. 

Blessing of the Children—The 
custom of the Sabbath blessing 
of the children also applies on 
Rosh Hashonoh Eve. The Father 
places his hands upon the head 
of each child in turn and silently 
pronounces an appropriate bless- 
ing as the heart may prompt. He 
may use the following prayer: 


May the God of our fathers 
bless you throughout the New 
Year! May He who has guided 


you through the trials of the past 
year lead you to be a continued 
honor to our family. May He 
who has protected us from all 
evil in the past make you ever a 
blessing to Israel, and all man- 
kind. Amen. 

Grace After Dinner—The Rosh 
Hashonoh meal is served. When 
it is over, the Father remains 
seated and recites the following 
Grace: 

O Lord, Thou art our Shepherd, 
and we shall not want. Thou 
openest Thy hand and sSatisfiest 
the needs of every living being. 
We thank Thee for the gifts of 
Thy bounty which we have en- 
joyed at this table. As Thou hast 
provided for us in the past, so 
mayest Thou sustain us through- 


out our lives.. Thy kindness en- 
dureth forever, and we put owr 
trust in Thee. While we enjoy 
Thy gifts, may we never forget 
the needy, nor allow those who 
want, to be forsaken. May our 


.table be an altar of loving kind- 


ness, and our home a temple in 
which Thy spirit of goodness 
dwells. May it be Thy will, O 
Lord our God and God of our 
fathers, that we may be blessed 
with Thy bounty and with health 
and happiness throughout the 
New Year.

We praise Thee, O Lord, who 
in kindness sustainest the world. 

High Holyday Greetings — 
Father then extends the High 
Holyday Greeting, Le-sho-noh To- 
voh Ti-ko-say-vu, (May you be in- 
scribed for a good year), to which 
all respond with: Gam A-toh (you, 
too). The Le-sho-noh To-voh Ti- 
ko-say-vu greeting is the tradi- 
tional Rosh Hashonoh greeting 
both in the home and at the 
synagogue. Following the greet- 
ing, the family prepares to leave 
for the synagogue Rosh Hasho- 
noh Eve service. 

Visiting on Rosh Hashonoh— 
On Rosh Hashonoh, in the eve- 
ning following the service, and 
during the afternoon of New 
Year’s Day, it is customary to 
visit one’s relatives and friends 
and extend New Year’s Greetings. 
Many Reform Rabbis hold open 
house on Rosh Hashonoh after- 
noon and congregants call at their 
Rabbi’s home for the mutual ex- 
change of greetings. It is also 
customary for each Jew to send 
good wishes for the New Year 
through the mail to out-of-town 
friends and dear ones. 


SHABBOS SHUVA 
What is Shabbos Shuva—Shab- 
bos Shuva, known as the Sabbath 
of Repentence, occurs on the Fri- 
day night and Saturday which 
fall between Rosh Hashonoh and 
Yom Kippur. This Sabbath re- 


ceives its name from the opening 


word of the prophetic 
read in the synagogue On this 
day: “Return (shuva), 9 Israel, 
unto the Lord thy God.” (Hosea 
14:2). Its theme is in keeping 
with the spirit of the ten-day pe- 
riod and pleads for the repentence 
of the individual Jew. 
Observance of Shabbos Shuva— 
The Sabbath of Repentente jg 
observed in the home Precisely 
as are the other Sabbaths, The 
synagogue service, however 
stresseS the idea of repentehce 
which runs_ through ‘the High 
Holyday season. In Jewish tra- 
dition it is this Sabbath whit) jg 
the most strictly observéd ofa), 
the Sabbaths of the year, : 


YOM KIPPUR 

Special Pre-Fast Foods — The 
dinner on Yom Kippur Eve jg 
traditionally a heavy one, and 
there is one special dish eon. 
nected with it. This is Kreplach 
(a three-cornered piece of dough 
filled with meat) and it is usually 
added to the soup. (The recipe 
will be found at the end of this 
bulletin.) The regular Sabbath 
Eve tzimmis* | carrot-pudding) is 
also a part of the meal. 

Kindling of the Light — It js 
customary to keep a 24-heur 
candle burning throughout the 
Day. of Atonement.. Most. Jews 
use the modern Yahrzeit. (anni. 
versary of death) candle consist. 
ing of a wick St ina glass. of 
wax. The light is kindled. by the 
Mother following the dinner, just 
before the family departs for the 
synagogue. The blessing which 
the Mother recites is: 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom A-sher Kid- 
sho-nu B’mitz-vo-sov V’tzi-vo-nu 
L’had-lik Ner Shel Yom Ha-kip- 
pur-im.

WASHINGTON -— The wildest phantasies 
on the subject of the “international Jew” 
about whom Henery Ford, among others, made 
it his business to spread evil fiction before 
the war, cannot keep pace with the reality of 
international fascism. 

At the very moment the furnaces of Maj- 
danek in the outskirts of Lublin were giving 
up charred skeletons; and the charnel houses 
where Nazi perverts and butchers tortured, 
robbed and murdered a_ million and a half 
human beings in the gfeatest crime of his- 
tory were giving up their horrors—at the 
yery moment when the conscience of the 
civilized world was stirred to its depths by 
these revelations of unparalled depravity— 
the spirit that produced these infamies was 
being voiced openly at a meeting on American 
soil. 

At the Detroit convention of Gerald L. K. 
Smith’s “America First” party a Chicago dele- 
gate, Homer Mairtz, urged that Jews be de- 
ported from the United States and that those 
who would not leave voluntarily be sterilized. 
This is the language and the spirit of Adolf 
Hitler and of the butcher Heinrich Himmler. 
Someone has remarked that every anti-Semite 
is in reality a potential murderer. To this 
should be added that, on the evidence of the 
remarks uttered without rebuke at Gerald 
Smith’s misnamed “America First” gather- 
ing, every anti-Semite in addition to being a 
potential murderer is a pervert and a po- 
tential torturer. 

If Hitler and Himmler are enemies of man- 
kind, then so are those, in America and else- 
where, who voice their ideas’ and their prop- 
aganda. Whatever such“people may call them- 
selves is immaterial in face of “the fact that 
their doctrines and Hitler’s are identical. 
Charges Reported Without Comment 
That it is possible for such statements to 
be made and reported almost without com- 
ment in the press of thisecountry, as were 
made at the “America First” meeting, should 
give pause to those who think that the prob- 
lem of world fascism will be liquidated with 
the collapse of Nazi Germany. 

As a matter of fact, Washington knows 
quite clearly that fascism is fighting to sur- 
vive in the hemisphere of the Americas. 


Fascism is subsidizing the mean little venom- 
peddlers of the Mairtz and Smith species. In 
one great Latin American country at least, 
fascism is in control of the government. 

In Argentina anti-Semitism has become of- 
ficial. Anti-Semitic movies of the type Hitler 
promulgated are being publicly shown. Re- 
cently Col. Juan Peron, Argentine vice presi- 
dent and the power behind the throne of the 
Farrell military clique, has been talking in 
exactly the language with which Hitler sought 
to obtain endorsement before the war. 

Like Hitler, Peron has urged the arming of 
Argentina to the hilt, he has sponsored the 
cordination of Argentine industry in a plan 
for military supremacy of his country and 
he has proclaimed that internationally might 
is right. . 

Bulwark Against Comrsaunism 

Most recently Peron has taken another 
characteristically Ndi line by proclaiming 
fascist Argentina as the bulwark against com- 
munism in this hemisphere. Hitler too pro- 
claimed himself the bulwark against commun- 
ism in Europe, and appeasers, British and 
American, backed him. 

From Argentina as a center, the same in- 
fection is being spread throughout Latin Amer- 
ica. In Ecuador recently, anti-Semites dis- 
tributed leaflets charging that an Austrian non- 
Jew who had been appointed director of food 
supplies to curb rising prices and food short- 
ages, was a Jew and guilty of “Jewish provo- 
cations.” 

For Americans it is important to recognize 
one inescapable fact: that fascism and Jew- 
baiting are inseparable. Even in Italy, where 
some harbored the illusion that fascism could 
exist without anti-Jewish acts, Jews were 
eventually ousted from their jobs, robbed and 
maltreated. With the passing of fascism in 
Italy that dishonorable page in Italian history 
will be revised. 

But in this hemisphere the relentless struggle 
has begun. The forces of Naziism and fasc- 
ism are struggling for survival. They are at 
work in the Americas. In Latin America they 
constitute a grave future problem for the 
United States Government. In the United 
States they are a fanged viper which must be 
crushed underfoot. 


Rumanian Zionist 
Resumes Activity 


JERUSALEM—The Zionist or- 
ganization in Rumania has been 
reorganized since the entry of the 
Russian Army into that country 
and two of its periodicals have 
resumed publication, it is re- 
ported in a telegram received 


here by the Jewish Agency from 
the president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization in Bucharest. 

“We hope soon to renew emi- 
gration work to Palestine,” the 
telegram adds. The message, 
received here through Turkey, 
was read at the session of the’ 
Small Zionist Actions Commit- 
tee now meeting here.

Scientific Fight 
on Anti-Semitism 


Jewish Telegraphie Agency 
NEW YORK.—The extension of 


its program of scientific research 
and experiment in the extent and 
nature of anti-Semitism in Ameri- 
ca, study of the measures that are 
being applied to combat it and 
new experimentation with tests 
for the effectiveness of these 
measures was announced today by 
Judge Joseph M. Proskauer, presi- 
dent of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, in making public the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Max Horkhei- 
mer, director of the Institute of 
Social Research at Columbia Uni- 
versity, as research consultant in 
domestic defense for the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. 

“One of the world’s outstand- 
ing social scientists,” said Judge 
Proskauer, Dr. Horkheimer and 
a special staff of sociologists, 
psychiatrists, political scientists 
and economists will seek to de- 
velop a workable hypothesis for 
anti-Semitism upori which can be 
built a civic protective program 
for American Jewry that will be 
scientifically valid and the basis 
for a more effective and phycho- 
logically sound workaday pro- 
gram for our practical public re- 
lations experts. This procedure,” 
Judge Proskauer pointed out, “is 
urgently needed in the problem 
of inter-group relations just as so- 
called ‘scientific charity’ was need- 
ed 30 or 40 years ago to make the 
profession of social service a suc- 
cessor to the good intentions of 
the Lady Bountifuls of that era.”

Jewish Congress 
To Petition 
UNRRA Meeting 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK—The World Jew- 


ish Congress this week announced 
that it will “present the Jewish 
case” in a memorandum to the 
forthcoming session of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration which will open 
in Montreal on September 15. 
The summary of the “Jewish 
case” to be presented outlines the 
following points. 

1. That the Jewish problem be 
treated. as distinctive of all others, 
sinee the Jews were singled out as 
victims of brutality everywhere 
in WNazidominated Europe, and 
since the number of displaced 
Jews is 5 times larger than that 
ef Poles, 11 times that of Bel- 
gians, 13 times that of the French, 
3 times that of the Greeks and 
140 times larger than the number 
ef displaced Norwegians. Ap- 
proximately 90 per cent of the 
Jewish survivors of Europe are 
displaced persons. 

2. That the Jews should. be 
represented at the UNRRA Coun- 
cils as observers and should. at- 
tend the meetings of the standing 
committees on Displaced Persons, 
Health and Welfare. That 
UNRRA should have Jews on its 
staff to perform the relief work 
in Jewish communities. 

3: That displaced persons of 
enemy or ex-enemy nationality 
who were victims of the Nazis 
because of racial, religious or 
political persecutions should be 
taken care of by NRRA and as- 
sisted in their return, repatria- 
tion or re-settlement, even if their 
forced displacement occurred 
before the formal outbreak of the 
war.

League of the United Synagogue 
and the Women’s Branch of the 
Union of Orthodox Congregations 
of America. 

The week of Sept. 24 has been 
set aside for the collection.

TOO YOUNG TO KNOW THEIR NAMES; 
HOW THEIRRELATIVES WILL BE TRACED

T dawn, just a few days ago, an Adriatic coastal steamér slipped 


into'a south Italian port'and disgorged on the quay a human 
cargo of 800 Yugoslav child refugees who had lost their parents 
and families. Allied relief workers who rushed to the port to take 
charge, soon discovered that 208 of these children were foo young 
even to know their family names and could not be identified by 


the older children. 

These tiny refugees, now await- 
ing transit to one of the camps 
in the Middle East, represent 
only one infinitesimal part of 
the gigantic tragedy of Europe’s 
Jost and dispersed peoples whose 
plight will be one of the most 
difficult of all postwar problems. 


The International Red Cross 
at Geneva and the allied agencies 
which expect to bear the brunt 
of this problem agree that there 
will be no less than twelve mil- 
lion men, women and children dis- 
persed in foreign lands, far from 
their old homes. Many of them 
separated from their families for 
years and not knowing whether 
wives and children, mothers, 
fathers, brothers and sisters are 
alive or dead. Estimates of the 
expected total run as high as fifty 
million. 

This number includes the mil- 
lions who were forced to flee be- 
fore advancing armies, the other 
millions whose homes were de- 
stroyed and who had to seek sanc- 
tuary elsewhere, the millions 
whom the Nazis conscripted for 
forced labor in Germany and 
every corner of Europe, the mil- 
lions who were herded into con- 
centration camps or driven into 
exile for racial and religious rea- 
sons and the families of hundreds 
of thousands of men from enemy- 
occupied countries who escaped 
aboard to fight’ in the Allied 
armies and have had no word of 
their kin for years. 

A Huge Job 

To reunite these families, to re- 
turn children to their parents, to 
reestablish contact between refu- 
gees and the relatives and friends 
who can help them rebuild new 
lives, will prove one of the most 
taxing and complex jobs in the 
postwar world. 

The International Red Cross 
and allied relief agencies have 
already begun on it. At Geneva, 
the International Red Cross is 
building up a central card index 
of all the displaced families in 
Europe, with names of those 
registered, their addresses, the 
names of the relatives sought 
and all other information neces- 
sary to enable the tracing of miss- 
ing persons and the reuniting of 
families. It will take a long time 
to complete, but thousands of 
families, though they have not 
yet been reunited physically, have 
been able to discover where their 
members are and to have contact 
with them by mail. 

The Allied Control Commission 
in Italy has established a record 
bureau to list all foreign refugees 
in liberated territory and the 
names of the family members 
they seek. It already has listed 


about 5,000 displaced persons of 
53 different nationalities, about 
one-third of whom are Jews. 


Its staff of 30 “Bloodhounds” is 
now handling about 1,000 queries 
a month, many from relatives 
and friends in the United States. 

The work is slow and difficult. 
Many refugees, reports Lt. Col. 
Thomas Parrington, conotroller 
of the Bureau, are afraid to give 
information about relatives in oc- 
cupied territory for fear that at- 
tempts to communicate with 
them may jeopardize their safety. 
So the Red Cross posters in four 
Languages—English, German, 
Italian and Yugoslav—Put up in 
every refugee -eenter in Italy, 
promise specifically that “No con- 
tact will be made with your rel- 





' Many Have Assumed Names 

One big difficulty in tracing 
refugees, Col. Parrington points 
out, is the fact that many of 
them have been living in Italy 
during the past year under false 
names and with false identifica- 
tion papers, often with the con- 
nivance of Italian police officials 
who helped them elude the Ges- 
tapo. 

Another problem is raised by 
the fact that as the Germans re- 
treated to the north of Italy, 
they moved back a large number 
of internees to camps in axis-held 
Italian territory. While the record 
bureau has been able to estab- 
lish that many of these people 
were alive six months ago, there 
is no indication today of their 
subsequent fate. 

People in the United States 
anxious, to trace relatives and 
friends among the refugees in 
Italy have to make their inquiries 
through the American Red Cross 
or the U. S. Army Civil Affairs 
Branch (G5). Their queries are 
routed through to the record 
bureau in Rome. A _ search is 
made of the records. If the person 
sought is is registered, the query 
is forwarded to him so that he 
can answer it personally. If he is 


not listed, the bureau “Blood- 
hounds” get on the job. 
. 


Never Give Up 
“No case is ever marked 
“closed,” says *Captain Clayton 
Triggs of Los Angeles, Deputy 
Controller of the Bureau. “If we 
haven’t -got the record, we keep 
looking and try every possible

Capt. Triggs. was formerly Di. 
rector of the Los Angeles Reljet

assignment. a cut and dried job 
handling statistics. 

“Every case is different,” ” ee 
says. “There’s nothing. routine 
about the work at all. Of course, 
we find a good many people 
through our records, almost avto. 
matically. .In other cases, we have 
to.do a lot of. detective work: 

“After being clothed and. fed, 
what people want. most is news 
of their family. You simply: have 
to see the reaction of a man when 
we finally locate him and give 
him news of his family. Or when 
we tell a mother her lost daugh- 
ter is alive and well. 

“We had one little case right 
here. We registered a woman 
in the Feramonte camp. She-had 
been separated from her daugh- 
ter and had been told the. girl 
had been killed. 

““A few days later in register. 
ing the refugees at a camp near 
Bari, we found the daughter: .She 
had been told that her mother 
had been executed. They -were, 
naturally, overwhelmed with joy, 
You can’t describe their emotions 
when we succeeded in reuniting 
them.” 

Many Sources Used 

Data for the record bureau 
comes from a variety of sources, 
A. C. C. officials collected lists 
of internees from the various de- 
tention camps throughout Italy, 
Their regional officials found 
other information at the police 
stations and _ prefectures. This 
formed the basis. Tracing of the 
individuals listed, records of tran- 
sient camps and other centers, 
brought the index up to date. 

Officials of the record bureau 
admit that it is by no means

: OSH Hashonah addresses us 
with a distinctive vocabu- 
lary and introduces us into a 
unique realm of discourse. Its 
dominant motif is one of solem- 
nity and awe. In the blowing of 
the Shofar, the characteristic rite 
ef the day, we hear the shrill 
alarm and warning of the Tekiah. 
There comes to us the tremulous 
Teruah blast of impending danger 
and the wailing SHEVARIM note 
of heart-rending agony. We are 
summoned into the presence of 
God who is seated in the heaven- 
ly assizes on a high and lofty 
throne. The Book of Remem- 
brance in which every man’s 
deeds are recorded is opened. The 
record is sealed with the imprint 
of every man’s hand. The angels, 
trembling with fear, declare, “Be- 
hold the Day of Judgment.” A 


mysterious adversary, SATAAN, 


assumes the role of KATEGOR 
(prosecuting attorney) indicting 
man and calling for devastating 
retribution. In our prayers we 
reflect on the creatureliness of 
man, on his evanescent and trans- 
itory existence—‘Man’s origin is 
dust and he returneth to the dust. 
He obtaineth his bread by the 
peril of his life. He is like a frag- 
ile potsherd, as the grass that 
withereth, as the flower that 
fadeth, as a passing shadow, as 
the wind that bloweth, as the 
fleeting dust and as a dream that 
vanisheth.”

' Our age is one in which terms 
like sin, judgment and repentance 
have fallen into desuetude.

flock to the synagogue in num- 
bers so large that space has to be 
reserved in advance. We may 
avow throughout the year that 
we are not pious, yet on Rosh 
Hashonah we manifest an intui- 
tive quest for religious experi- 
ence. 
Why We Go To Services 

What actuates us to come to 
the synagogue is something 
deeper than a consciousness of 
kind. For of all the high moments 
of the Jewish calendar, of all the 
significant dates of the year, Rosh 
Hashonah is most deficient in par- 
ticularistic tone and tenor. It 
marks no decisive event in the 


history of our people and revolves 





about no central personality. 
Rather it speaks to us in moral 
and universal tones, stressing the 
failings as well as the aspirations 
of all humanity. We can distil 
something of supreme signifi- 
cance and of singuler relevance 
out of the poetic and mystic fancy 
that pervades the pages of the 
Mahzor and permeates the ob- 
servance of the Days of Dread. 
For Rosh Hashonah brings into 
bold relief the true character. of 
our earthly nature and cautions 
us against that which debases 
our life and brings schism into 
our soul. It points the way to 
moral regeneration and purpose- 
ful living. It carries a message of 
redemption for a world in tra- 
vail and a heartening hope of re- 
cuperation to an ailing humanity. 


The liturgy of Rosh Hashonah 
is centered around the basic 
weakness of our human nature, 
the capacity to sin and the ten- 
dency to moral depravity. The 
Yezer Hara, the evil impulse, is 
identified as man’s_ invidious 
enemy. Being invisible, he snipes 
at us in treacherous fashion. If 
offered no resistance, he degrades 
man below the level of the beast, 
and effaces the divine image in 
which he is made. He drugs men 
into selfish complacency and de- 
prives them of their will to free- 
dom, 

To our forbears this adversary 
was so real that they often per- 
sonified him. They called him 
Satan and equated him with the 
angel of death. Satan was to them 
a vicious foe occupying territory 





and iron determination. The Site- 
far sounds the siren calling ‘the 
people “like warriors in the day 
of battle to arm against the evil 
that resides within man.” 
Danger of Sin Realized

Judaism traces the origin of 
sin to the denial and defiance of 
the majesty of God. Man becomes 
a slave to his passions when he 
fails to recognize the sovereignty 
of the God of Justice, Loving- 
kindness and Truth. He achieves 
spiritual freedom only when he 
acknowledges the Kingship of 
God. In the words of Judah 


' Halevi, “He alone is free who is 
. @ servant of the Lord.”

The synagogue service of Rosh 
Hashonah is in the nature of a 





coronation pageant in which we 
acclaim God as severeign in our 
lives. The formal morning service 
opens with the intonation of the 
word Hamelech—the King—and 
a section of the Musaph service 
is designated as MALCHUYOTH 
(Kingship) prayers. Many of the 
liturgical hymns composed by 
poets of the Middle Ages carry 
the theme and the refrain, “The 
Lord is King.” We are thus called 
upon to declare our unswerving 
allegiance to the Most High and 
to the moral law which emanates 
from Him as the initial step in 
freeing ourselves from the corro- 
sive influence of sin and in the 
attainment of moral constancy 
and consistency. 


A discipline for self-renewal 
and spiritual reclamation is of- 
fered in the words TESHUVAH 
(Repentance), TEFILLAH 
(Prayer), ZEDAKAH (Righteous 
conduct). Ere the universe was 
established, say our sages, God 
created repentance, thus offering 


the sinner a chance to release 
himself from the grip of sin. The 
sinner who in a process of self- 
appraisal and self-judgment feels 
weighed down with a sense of 
regret and remorse is assured of 
the possibility of moral renova- 
tion. The conscience of man needs 
first to be activated if he is to 
avail himself of the healing power 
of repentance. Thus Maimonides 
hears in the sounds of the Shofar 
the following appeal to the dor- 
mant soul, “Awake ye sleepers 
from your slumbers and rouse 
you from your lethargy. Scrutin- 
ize your deeds and return in re- 
pentance. Remember your creator, 
ye who forget eternal truths in 
the trifles of the hour, who go 
astray after vain illusions which 
can neither profit nor deliver.” 
Prayer Second Requirement 
Once aroused from moral stu- 
por, man must keep on the alert. 
Hence Prayer is the second re- 
quirement for spiritual recovery. 
Prayer endows us with the moral 
courage needed for resistance to 
temptation and for mastery of 
circumstances. In prayer we re- 


affirm the truths which make us 
free and utter a declaration of in- 
dependence from lowly and un- 


worthy aims. By frequent com- 
munion with the Most High we 
derive stamina and strength to 
extricate ourselves from the realm 
of impurity and to attach our life 
to the verities that are enduring. 

But noble aspirations need to be 
translated into norms of behavior. 
Hence the third element of the 
formula for self-renewal is ZED- 
AKAH, righteous conduct. Pre- 
cept is not enough. Spiritual ma- 
turity is attained by him who pro- 
ceeds to transmute his highest 
aspirations into habitual deeds of 
integrity, justice and compassion. 
Thus we are offered a plan for 
victorious living and a discipline 
leading to self-mastery and moral 
regeneration. 

In accentuating the role of the 
individual and his accountability 
for his character and conduct, 
Judaism takes issue with current 
philosophies which avow , that 
human personality is not only 
conditioned but completely deter- 
mined by hereditary, environ- 
mental and economic factors. The 
effect of such teachings has been 
to discount the element of free 


will and self determination, to 
scorn ideal values as chimerical. 
In the Nazi system this attitude

Society is not 
an assembly of preconditioned 
organisms reacting blindly to in 
ternal and external stimuli, but 
an aggregation of individuals who 
because they bear the image of 
God are expected to exercise dis- 
cretion and volition. 

Such self-conscious and respon- 
sible personalities will unite im 
cooperative endeavor to “perform 
the will of God with a perfect 
heart.” This is the burden of one 
of the most ancient passages in 
the liturgy, “And therefore im- 
pose Thine awe upon all Thy 
works and Thy dread upon all 
that Thou hast created, that all 
may fear Thee and creatures pro- 
strate themselves before Thee, 
that they may all form a single 

ond to do Thy will with a per- 

heart.” Human cooperation 
+ to be forged by force, ner 
‘led by mob frenzy. It is to 
inotivated by the fear of God 
induced by an awareness of the , 
inexorable functioning of the 
spiritual law. An unknown poet 
of the twelfth century, in winged 
words of enduring beauty, thus 
envisioned an era of universal 
amity and peaceful cooperation: 
All the world shall come to serve 
Thee 

And bless Thy glorious Name

The islands shall acclaim 
And the people shall go seeking 

Who knew Thee not before

In the concluding TEKIAH 
GEDOLAH our ancestors heard 
the hopeful note of the SHOFAR 
SHEL MASHIAH heralding a 
Messianic era of liberation for a 
sore beset humanity. As a com- 
comitant of an ideal order ef 
justice and peace, a brighter day 
would at last dawn for suffering 
Israel. For, say the rabbis, “when 
trouble comes upon the work, 
Israel is the first to suffer and 
when joy comes to the world, 
Israel is likewise the first to sense 
its benefits.” The holocaust of owr 
age began with a program of 
fierce persecution ‘directed at the 
world’s most defenseless minor- 
ity. By the same token, the re 
habilitation of the scattered and 
homeless of Israel in their ancient

A sage of the third century said,

CAIRO—Twenty-five. thousand 
Jews have survived the German 
persecutions in Greece but they 
are in dire need, it is reported 
here by Finance Minister Alex- 
ander Svolos, 

Svolos, who recently arrived 
from Greece, .-where he was 
president of the Greek Liberation 
Committee, said five thousand of 
the survivors were hiding in the 
mountains, protected by the 
partisans. Many, including ref- 
ugees from occupied Macedonia, 
joined the. guerrillas. 

Svolos, who came with five 
other leftwing leaders to partic- 
ipate in the new national unity 
government, said every trace of 
racialism would be wiped out in 
Greece after the liberation and 
all Greek Jews would be fully 
integrated into Greek national 
life. (There were 72,000 Jews in 
Greece before the war. The ma- 
jority were deported to death 
camps in Poland or died of un- 
‘.rnourishment and disease.)

The Fabulous Miss Lowe 
Soldiers Make a Bee Line for Her Office 
By CONSTANTINE POULOS 


ERUSALEM (By Air Mail)—Two U. S. Army officers one 
J the Persian Gulf command the other the Middle Eagt com, 
mand—are talking. “When you get to Palestine be sure ,, » 
of them starts to say. “Yes, I know,” interrupts the other, TY 
look up Ruth Lowe, the American Red Cross girl at the Jerusalen 
YMCA.” . 

Throughout the Middle East it’s the same story over ang 
The story of the fabulous “Miss Lowe” who helps American 
get their laundry done, guides American generals through 
Bazaars, and arranges for Lily Pons to get Vitamin B 
injections while on a USO tour. 

The Holy City is one of the top tourist attractions for Americay 
soldiers in the Middle East, and this 25-year-old ex-school teagh 
from the United States, helps make it informative, Safe, most 
pleasant and sometimes inexpensive for them. 

American soldiers arriving in Jerusalem make a bee-line for tip 
third floor of the YMCA building to find “Miss Lowe.” Ang 
start shooting questions at her immediately. Normally aj 
want her to do is: find them a reasonable place to stay, tel] them 
where to eat and what to eat, tell them what to see anj how to 
see it, arrange dates for them if possible, help them buy souveniy 
and then help wrap and mail them, and usually help them get 
transportation back to their station. 

And Miss Lowe comes through. That’s why the legend of Ru 
Lowe—the one-man Red Cross club—is spreading out over the whol 
Mediterranean area. Now she gets letters regularly from Gls ip 
+ Corsica and Italy, as well as Algiers and Teheran, who have heanj 
about her from other American soldiers. They enclose money ores 
so she may buy a Bible or a Rosary for them. She does. She hasnt 
had a request from a GI that she hasn’t been able to fill or a que. 
tion that she hasn’t answered. 

Eighteen months ago she volunteered in the United States fy 
service with the Red Cross. She’s been overseas fifteen months, a 
of them in the Middle East. Now she’s anxious for service with 
combat troops. 

Actually, in strict bureaucratic terms, Ruth Lowe is a Red Cms 
tour director. This means her job is to arrange sight-seeing tous 
around the holy land for American soldiers on leave. That she dos, 
handsomely. And for good measure she throws in at least a fey 
thousand extra services for the boys. 

Can’t Overpay for Trinkets 

She has led a successful holy crusade against the local “Com 
mission Guides.” Now the native guides—carefully selected ani 
watched by Ruth Lowe—cannot steer American GIs into souvenit 
stores from which they will get a rake-off. They must take th 
soldiers only to the stores on Miss Lowe’s own “on-bounds” list, 

. Not only that, but when the GIs buy rosaries, Bibles, pottery, 
silks, and embroidered evening jackets for ladies while on th 
tours, Miss Lowe always insists on knowing how much thy 
paid. And if she thinks they were overcharged she takes the pur 
chases back herself and gets a reduction. 

Ruth Lowe’s average day starts out to be quiet and orderly. Se 
organizes her regularly scheduled GI tours, checks her accounts ani 
calls the roll of her guides. Then, about 9 a. m., the steady stream 
of khaki starts pouring into her office. 















There are dozens of small parties to be sent out on sight-seeing 
tours separate from the large group affairs. She must not only di 
cuss, advise and map out ail these little tours, but she must deten 
mine which guide is best qualified for a particular job, and thet 
she must engage a taxi for the trip.

A Day in the Life of aCombat Chaplain: A Mov ing Report to the J.W.B. by Chaplain Jacob W. 04 é 


is, of course, more than confusion; but tumult, tur- 
moil and shock are at hand on every side challeng- 
ing, assaulting, often breaching, the discipline and 
organization that training attempts to construct. The 
presence of death and confusion ruptures attitudes 
and flows over the dikes of canalized mental pro- 
cesses. Reading thousands of pages and accounts of 
the horrors, the brutalities and the vast despair of 
war, has not the power of meaning conveyed by sit- 
ting at the bedside of a dying soldier tossing in his 
delirium and pleading for life! or reading the burial 
rites for those who were in all respects like brothers 
or attempting to calm the pounded nerves of a sol- 
diet razed and stupified by exhaustion and fear. 

In all this we are very small, minute atoms seek- 
ing respite, praying for strength and courage. To 
the individual there is no pattern in strategy, only 
the incongruities of sound, flashes poundings and 
ever-present disorder. There is no exulting; all is 


AM taking good advantage of a lull in our opera- 

tions to give you some notion of what I have 

been doing. Since coming to France I have been 

with my division in the line. Before the advent of 

the past days, I often wondered what combat would 

_ be like, as have not all who have faced the ordeal of 
fire. 

I have found, like Captain Ralph Ingersoll in “The 
Battle Is The Pay-Off,” that much of what we do 
closely resembles our operations in the Tennessee 
Maneuver Area, with important exceptions. The ex- 
ceptions are so important, however, that they over- 
whelm every other thought. For the actors have 
changed, even though they go through the same 
motions, and men sweat, die and suffer. Men must 
change, indeed, must strive to make an adjustment 
in the midst of pain, misery, destruction, and death. 

Our old division commander often told us at 
officers’ meetings that ‘“‘battle is confusion.” Battle 








depression. One can only say: “What a price! God 
give us the strength to make all of this count.” 

I cannot record casualties. I cannot describe de. 
tails concerning the fighting. But no one can prevent 
me from saying that the fighting spirit and devotion 
to duty show by the Jewish troops of this command 
cannot be equalled by any similar group in any 
sector in this theatre. Verbal commendations authen. 
ticating this fact have come from all sources, NCO’s 
officers and even from ranking officers commanding 
battalions. 

Regular Services Impossible 

When troops are in the line, es. 
pecially when encountering the 
obstructive topographical condi- 
tions prevailing in this sector, and 
particularly with the comparative 
Sparsity of Jewish men in a given

squad, platoon or company, it is 
almost impossible to conduct reg- 
war religious services. Men are 
always in motion, and when im- 
mobile; they disperse and dig in 
deep. ; 

Congregating for a service is 
“herding” and very risky. Enemy 
mortars present a constant peril, 
while the German 88’s_ when 
“zeroed in” cai plant a shell in 
our back pockets. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the services for front 
line troops must await rest pe- 
riods or Moments when the unit 
is in reserve. It has always been 
possible, however, to « conduct 
services for troops in the rear- 
ward areas where effective camou- 


flage can be more effectively 
maintained and where there is 
Jess chance of immediate enemy 


fire. The response to these serv- 
ices has been unusually good. 
Being the only Jewish chaplain 
in our corps, at least at this writ- 
ing, I have ministered to as many 
units without benefit of chaplain 
as has been humanly possible. In 
addition, I have been conducting a 
regular Friday evening service at 
one of the ngw famous beaches 
for an Engineer Specializéd Bri- 
gade whose operations in this war 
have been historical. This brigade 
js actually a task force. Its mis- 


sion is to maintain and protect the 
beach and to discharge the cargo 
from ships. They fight the battle 


of logistics 24 hours a day. Dif- 
ferent elements, QM _ battalions, 
Port battalions, Engineers, Medi- 
cal units and others are amalga- 
mated into one force to achieve 
the mission. Troops in this bri- 
gade landed on D Day and con- 
tinued disembarking until way 
after that momentuous date. They 
have seen plenty of action and 
labor as hard as any troops in 
France. Despite the fact that 
fully 50 of this group is always 
at work, 150 men attend regularly 
Friday evening services. Next 
week this group will be augmen- 
ted by the attendance of the naval 
groups on duty off the Normandy 
coast. 

Exhaustion Centers Explained 

One unusually fertile field for 
pastoral work and an abundant 
ministration is the work in the 


, fest and exhaustion centers. 


These installations are established 
to treat troops evacuated from the 
Scene of battle because of disease 
and exhaustion and because of 
other neuropsychiatric disturb- 
ances. In many cases these pa- 
tients are more seriously wounded 
than men who have sustained 
gunshot or shrapnel wounds. The 
latter have a psychological but- 
tress in the fact that the wounds 
are visible and the blood has been 
let. There is no “conscience,” no 
feelings of guilt for deserting 
comrades, no social stigma in the 
Military societ y. Everywhere 
there is applause and sympathy. 
The award of the Purple Heart in 
fact crystallizes the common atti- 
tudes of the community. To add 
‘0 this support, whatever fears 
may lurk in the mind are quelled 
by the knowledge that evacuation 
to the rear medical installations 
will remove the patient from the 
ad line. This doubtless, in turn, 
ontributes to the air of bravado 
and heroics so often displayed by 
Casualties at clearing stations and 
other aid sites. 
a the other hand, the exhaus- 
: n case, despite a real attempt 
Y medical officers to increase 
estanding and sympathy for 
tim, type of battle injury, is oft 
"ae accused and shunned by his 
ts ipa Many times his injury 
f. readily apparent. Guilty 
tn ngs may cause him to brood 
more, especially when he may 
Stigmatized.

does so function, and it does the 
job ‘so well that the consulting 
psychiatrist of our division .ex- 
haustion center has made it a 
point to schedule regular religious 
services for the men: Worship has 
had a quieting and soothing effect 
on troubled minds. 

One evening, Jewish, Protes- 
tant and Catholic services were 
conducted at a single rest center, 
the center which is the first and 
most complete of its kind in mili- 
tary history. Of all the patients, 
and the number was considerable, 


only three failed to attend at least 
one of the services, and those 
three were asleep under the in- 
fluence of drugs. At this same 


‘center, one Jewish officer, a para- 


trooper who had jumped on D 
Day, admitted that this was his 
first service in over two years. 
Services Interrupted 

The Luftwaffe is perhaps being 
held in reserve or maybe no 
longer exists as a real force. But 
those few courageous fliers, who 
do venture forth to snoop about, 
apparently are attracted by our 
congregations. One Friday eve- 
ning at the beach, 150 troops sat 
on the ground in a semi-circle 
formed about my pulpit, an in- 





congruous contrivance fashioned 
out of two wire spools salvaged 
from a signal unit and a gasoline 
can taken from my jeep. At the 
climatic point in my sermon Jerry 
flew over and it looked as if we 
would all wind up in the fox holes, 
slit trenches and concrete dugouts 
in the area. In good fortune, how- 
ever,-a single ack ack burst sent 
the intruder down in flames, and 
we settle back to enjoy the rest of 
the liturgy. 

Two days later, while conduct- 
ing a service for exhaustion pa- 
tients in a green house (minus the 
greens and the house), another 
Jerry came. diving immediately 
overhead, twisting -and, turning, 


trying to escape 3 Thunderbolt 
fighters on his tail. The clatter of 


-50 caliber machine guns complete- 


ly broke down one lad of 19, who 
crumpled in a ‘corner and sobbed. 
The others frantically grasped at 
brick walls seeking to escape. I 
quickly called for the hymn Eyn 
Keloheinu in an effort to prevent 
complete panic. As we closed the 
hymn, the sounds of the dogfight 
echoed from the distance; but by 
this time the men were composed 
and attentive. Addegdum: Jerry 
was shot down. :

I conduct daily burial services at 
the corps cemetery for the Jewish 
dead of many divisions. Much 
time is spent at the division clear- 
ing station where I can minister 
to the wounded as they pass 
through. I visit evacuation and 
field hospitals daily to attend to 
the needs of the sick and wounded. 
These duties consume a great deal 
of time, and when there is a pause, 
a voluminous correspondence with 
anxious parents, wives, and rela- 
tives must be carried on. At this 
writing alone, I have sent 108 of 
such letters and have received 
40. This is also an important work 
and one very much appreciated 
by the parents at home. 

In my sojourns I have met 
Chaplain Brody who is with the 
50th Medical Regiment. I know 
that Chaplain Lieberrnan is in the 
vicinity as are my old friends,

Why can not the achievement 
of the Beckers be made an ideal 
for others who have often wished 
to study, but never could find a 
way to do it. There are sacrifices 
involved. The plan requires sev- 
eral, perhaps many years of sav- 
ing, to make it possible. It takes 
courage to pull up roots and go 
to New York, or Chicago, or else- 
where that suitable facilities exist 
for full time study. A thousand 
ties bind one to home. A thousand 
habits must be overcome, but the 
step is not impossible. 

There is much to commend the 
plan even beyond its contribu- 
tion to a better Jewish life. As 
a relaxation from business strife 
and the hurly burly of daily life, 
it is undoubtedly a mental rest of 
therapeutic value. 

The time may even come when 
it will be possible to set aside a 
full year of study as a periodic 
sabbatical for the businessman 
and housewife. The implications 
of what the Beckers are doing 
are immense.

AL SEGAL Speaks on 











’S awfully frightening, the way the years 

run away. It seems only yesterday that your 
Mr. Segal was writing his piece for last New 
Year and here’s another New Year twitching 
Mr. Segal’s ear and reminding him: “Yes, 
Segal, another year’s gone and you aren’t any 
younger, you know.” 

For that reason Mr. Segal doesn’t like New 
Years or birthday or any of the other anni- 
versaries that admonish him how short time 
is. When he was young he used to look forward 
to these memorial occasions because they 
brought good things to eat and because the 
prospect of having more years to his credit 
looked good to a young snip. ; 

In his youth the time between one year and 
another always was long; a year was twelve 
long months and contained 365 long days. But 
what’s a year now. A year seems scarcely more 
than the time between Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

Mr. Segal now counts time ponderously by 
decades ... The 30’s.... the 20’s ... the 1910’s. 
Or he counts it by presidential administrations. 
Yes, that was the Hoover year, or, sure, that 
was in Taft’s time, or let’s see now, McKinley 
was president then. 

Thus he tries to keep up his respect for time. 
Otherwise time would have no more spacious 
grandeur than the grass that withereth in the 
night. Thus he kids his soul and comforts it 
with a feeling that the speed of time may not 
be so horrible after all. 

Even then he has his doubts. He looks at 
ten years. Well, in the last ten years his chil- 
dren grew up and were married and went their 
ways and brought grandchildren, and the old 
house became far too large and he moved into 
a small apartment, as at the beginning of his 
domestic life.

Exhuming Mr. Belloc 

I have no desire to cox the 
cadaver Belloc or any of his sur- 
viving kith to make the Jew an 
honest man, since it is as impos- 
sible to change the prejudices of 
the living as it is to alter those 
of the dead. In this connection 
I recall the opinion of Epichar- 
mus, a Greek philosopher, whose 
wisdom has survived only in a 
single paragraph. 

“Why argue with any man’s 
error,” said this ancient one, 
“when it is his error that is he? 
As well seek to convince a cow 
that the most dazzling creature 
on earth is not a cow, or prove to 
a pig that the finest resident of 
our world is not a pig.” 

The philosophy of Mr. Belloc 
is not as innocent as that of such 
self-infatuated fauna. It is loud 
in the land, and Mr. Belloc, dead 
and returned to his fastidious 
English maker, must be a happy 
shade. His notions are now ram- 
pant in Europe at least, where 
the Jew has been pronounced so 
great an alien that he is unfit 
even for living anywhere. The 
odd thing is that Mr. Belloc him- 
self has not prospered as well as 
his philosophy. He has already 
dwindled out of literature and 
become no more than a footnote 
to yesterday. 

Then why do I write about him 
at all? Catholics who know Mr. 
Belloc to have been one of the 
literary darlings of Catholicism 
will imagine I am slyly belabor- 
ing the Papacy. I am doing noth- 
ing of the sort. Mr. Belloc’s re- 
ligious affiliation has no interest 
for me. His choice of a master 
was more fortunate for him than 
for the master—this is the extent 
of my opinion of his religion. 

What actually interests me in 
Mr. Belloc is the fact that he is 
the articulation of a whole tribe 
of Anglo-Saxons who are usually 
mum. These are people whose 
very mumness is both their social 
and intellectual distinction. They 
are the stern, cud-chewing Eng- 
lishmen (and their American 
cousins) whose righteousness sel- 
dom ventures beyond monosy]- 
lables. 

Mr. Belloc was one of these 
word swallowers in reverse. He 
shared with them the deep fear 
of ideas that keeps- them deaf 
and dumb. But he was the Eng- 
lish monosyllable with the scrib- 
bler’s itch. His talents, by the 
way, were not confined to chat- 
ting about the Jews. He went 
after Topics like a man in a 
frenzy. He wrote books “On 
Making an Omelette,” “On Cats,” 
“On Dressing Up,” “On Archi- 
tecture,” “On Mules,” “A Guide 
to Boring,” “On Emeralds,” “A 
Record of a Merchant of Tenth 
Street,” “Farrago,” a “Heroic 
Poem in Praise of Wine”; on 
Hills, on Oceans, on the Thames, 
on the House of Commons, on 
Beauvais Tapestry. He has a 
book called “On Anything” and 
a companion volume titled, “On 
Everything.” It was as if he had 
plunged into literature with a 
cry of “Button, Button, who's got 
the Button?” : 


One would imagine that in the 
course of flying from pillar to 
post and setting down a hundred 
thousand pages of gossip, the pen 
of Mr. Belloc would point for at 
least one brief moment inward. 
It does not. The busy scribe who 
made a good penny out of rehash- 
ing all the biographies he could 
find in the Club library never 
turned his eye to the great wealth 
of material that sat in his own 
scribbler’s chair. It is this silence 
I propose to examine. 

He wrote no word about him® 
self except in a fragment of sev- 
eral pageS called “Autobiogra- 
phy.” In these he explains his 
reticence on Belloc. It is because 
he is gifted with a quality called 
“Pudor.” This is a bit of Green 
for which, he says, there is no 
modern equivalent, and he de- 
fines it as “that element of sal- 
vation in us which prevents us 
from singing at the top of our 
voices in railway carriages.” Dis- 
cussing further his dogged silence 
on Belloc, he writes, “we pre- 
serve a little shrine. We keep a 
little hedged field. . . . That we 
should desire to write our lives 
is inevitable. ...We are re- 
strained at heart by this feeling, 
‘Why should I cast these pearls 
before my snouted fellow ctizens? 
Why should I open the Holy of 
Holies?’” 

Mr. Belloc, who chattered his 
head off for fifty years, is proud 
of having revealed no single se- 
cret of himself. I wonder why 
this incredibly snoopy fellow kept 
his nose out of the Holy of Holies 
—his own interior. Was it a Holy 
of Holies or something quite 
else? 

Mr. Belloc is entitled to his si- 
lence. I am certainly glad he did 
not write any more than he did. 
But I still have two other ques- 
tions to ask of his Pudor: 

What urged Mr. Belloc to pick 
up a broom and sweep out Jews? 
Where was the real dirt that Mr. 
Belloc mistook for Jews? 

Atrophy as a Social Art 

I have gone to the trouble of 
documenting Mr. Belloc a bit be- 
cause he is one of the flowers 
that anti-Semitism wears in its 
buttonhole. He is out of a very 
fine English bouquet. 

I have met a few Bellocs and 
I have heard of others. They 
are as identical as the salmon 
whom they somewhat resemble. 
Their noses twitch with disdain 
(and a touch of hayfever), their 


voices refuse to:finish words (the God!) let anybody else know 


more left unsaid, the better), they 
stare a lot as if they were half 
stunned, and they look as if they 
had been greased against human 
contacts. This general terror of 
life is at the bottom of all snob- 
bery; and all this remarkable 
paralysis of mind, vocal cords, 
and motor reflexes is offered to 
society as evidence of superiority. 
Superiority to what, forsooth? 
There is one credo that oper- 
ates this by-product group of 
Anglo-Saxons. It is the Com- 
mandment to stand pat on what 
you know. - And if you know 
nothing, stand pat on that. The 
main thing is to use neither your 
senses nor your mind, and to be- 
have generally as if you were a 
gifted statue. In this dedication 
to immobility lies the secret of 
Anglo-Saxon ‘snobbery. The gar- 
den statues that practise it have 
all the Bellocian fervor for eye- 
lessness. They snort with him: 
It is better to decorate yourself 
than know yourself or (good 


you.” 

I am not writing here of the 
artificial snobs—the ones who 
borrow the stupidity of their “bet- 
ters” along with their accents and 
haberdashery. These are people 
who know themselves only too 
well and are miserably dissatis- 
fied with their information. It 
would be unfair to bunch these 
synthetic snobs with the true 
psychotic disdainers of life. They 
are imposters—even as anti-Sem- 
ites. The anti-Semitism they put 
on is a threadbare thing. You 
can see their hindquartéfs stick- 
ing out. 

The Bellocian or true English 
anti-Semitism is part of some- 
thing much deeper than any such 
social prtense. It is an authentic 
negation, and much more than a 
highty-tighty refusal to hay hello 
to'any odd-looking neighbor. It 
is a fear of saying hello to itself. 
It is full of Pudor.

Fasting—When the Yom Kippur 
Eve dinner is over, the period of 
fasting begins and continues un- 
til the close of the synagogue 
service the following evening. No 
food or liquid may be taken dur- 
ing the duration of the fast. Chil- 
dren should be encouraged to 
fast a half-day, and traditional 
Judaism prescribes that those of 
13 years of age and older shall 
fast the complete period. The

New World Situation as Regards to Anti-Semitism 


N France to be sure, and even in other Nazi- 
dominated nations, anti-Semitism is defi- 
nitely being cleared out with the fascist col- 
laborators, which is a hopeful sign for the resti- 
tution and repariation of the European Jewry, 
but it is an anomaly of the world we live in 
that while this goes on in Europe, in the United 
States anti-Semitism grows and prospers. 


One phenomenon of the liberation has been 
the ferreting out by the liberated people of the 
fascist sympathizers. Since these are the anti- 
Semites, then anti-Semitism goes with them, 
for they go out as the spreaders of hatred and 
the symbols of the divide and conquer tech- 
nique. Whether this is happening in Poland 
and the Balkan countries, where anti-Semitism 
was more of a native product than in France 
and Italy, we have no way of knowing, but 
since these nations are being liberated by the 
Red Army, it can be taken for granted that 


Tremendous Victory Relief 


HE point that the United Jewish Appeal 
would spend $40,000,000 this year, made’ 
by Rabbi James G. Heller, one of its national 
chairman, indicates in the fact that in 1944 
alone the organization would go in the red 
for $12,000,000 (Henry Montor recently re- 
vealed that the 1944 income would be about 
$28,000,000) that somewhere in the near fu- 
ture a gigantic victory relief drive similar to 
those in the middle twenties is in the offing 
for U. S. Jewry. 

There is no question but that American 
Jewry will make good any obligation of the 
United Jewish Appeal. The organization has 
the unbounded faith of the Jewish community 
of the United: States; and its credit is un- 


anti-Semitism will find no place in their several 
governments either. 

So that while the ilk disappears in one part 
of the world, it seems to grow in the United 
States. Yet what happens in one part of this 
closely-united world is bound to have its reper- 
cussions in the other parts, so that if the 
peoples of Europe assert themselves to elim- 
inate anti-Semitism; this is bound to have its 
effect in this hemipshere. The common people, 
having learned their lesson, probably will not 
be tricked again by the lure of Jew as a scape- 
goat. 

The situation will be changed then. Whereas, 
heretofore the center of anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda was Europe, now what perhaps will 
come from there will be the message of 
brotherhood. What this will mean for anti- 
Semitism in the United States must be obvious, 
unless the seeds have been too well planted, 
and the harm has already been done beyond 
repair.

It is the solemn 
duty of each one of us to take matters into our 
own hands by writing the Justice Department 
demanding that Smith be indicted and tried 
for treason... .” 

Phil Slomovitz on the other hand says, “What 
we need is legislation which will make it im- 
‘possible. for another bigoted group to disgrace 


the American Flag, as the Smith group has 


done last week. 

“Action has begun, and we can feel easier 
about it. 

“Christians have acted, and we are grateful 
for the survival of the American spirit of fair 
play. 


“The prompt repudiation of the Smith idea 
in American politics proves that the conscience 
of America is clear and that our great tradi- 
tions will remain safe and will not be permitted 
to be tampered with by bigots.” 

Of course neither of the two views is real- 
istic. Under a democracy, there are no laws 
which will safely eliminate anti-Semitism. And 
neither .of the two editorials make any spe- 
cific recommendations along that long. Mr. 
Fishbein is excited that nothing is being done, 


and Mr.-Slemovitz seems to feel that every-- 


thing is under control. They can’t both be 
right. 

A law making it mandatory that persons 
who attack religious groups must publish the 
source of their income, might make a differ- 
ence. And this would be a democratic process. 

Democracies must invent some new devices 
as safeguards against those who selfishly would 
destroy them in their unscrupulous drive for 
power by whatever means. And the members 
of the democracies must be vigilant to see that 
none of the present safeguards are allowed 
to be ignored or by-passed for want of courage 
or interest.

which cannot and must not be _ forsworn. 
Among and between Jews there must be a 
spirit of liberal thinking on matters religious, 
as it is not consistent that we harbor intoler- 
ance, which attribute we condemn so heartily 
in others, and which has been the source of 
all our woe and grief, and unfortunately, de- 
gradation. It is lamentable that at no point is 
there complete unity. among our people but 
that in their most tragic hour the divergence 
in thought and philosophies is more definitely 
defined than at any time in their history. To 
the writer’s thinking, the breach will never be 
repaired until matters Jewish not identified 
with religion are eliminated from the aggenda 
of those institutions and organizations through 
which leaderghip in Jewish religious affairs 


might reasonably be expected. There is pre- 


valent in our presumed spokesmen a spirit of 
radicalism that must be destroyed root and 
branch at any cost or else a leadership as yet 
undefined must be discovered.
